A BUSINESSWOMAN has won a competi¬ 
tion to design a cake fit for Prince William and 
Kate Middleton’s wedding. 

Sarah Threadgold, who runs Sarah’s Farm 
Fancies from her home in New Road, Great 
Wakering, had her ‘wonky’ cake entitled It 
Must Be Love shown in the Let Them Eat Cake 
exhibition at the Wellington Arch in Hyde Park. 

The 3 3-year-old said: “My cake is special to 
me because it was designed and created to be 
the centrepiece for our Royal Wedding street 
party.” 

The hand-painted Union Jack celebration 
bunting on the top tier represents the excite¬ 
ment and anticipation felt across the British 
Isles as the Royal wedding draws closer. 

The middle tier is designed to look like a 
wedding dress, complete with piped royal icing 
and the red and white hearts scattered around 
the bottom tier and board are designed to look 
like confetti. 

“This is my first ever three tiered cake and I 
really enjoyed designing and making it,” added 
Sarah, who has a son called Will. 

The Let Them Eat Cake exhibition is a cele¬ 
bration of the history of royal wedding cakes. It 
took place at the Wellington Arch in Hyde 
Park, near Buckingham Palace, up until 
Monday. 

A ‘four and twenty’ Blackbird’s pie - Henry 
VIII’s gift to his wife Anne Boleyn - and mod¬ 
em Royal’s cakes in the shape of prince Charles 
and Diana and Buckingham Palace were dis¬ 
played.

Arthur’s life through a lens

After 200 tours of duty, Arthur 
Edwards, 70, from Brentwood, 
is the UK’s first and last full¬ 
time Royal press photographer. 

He speaks exclusively to 
STEPHEN NEALE about 36 
years with The Sun and 
preparing for the wedding. 

■ Path to The Sun? 

I STARTED off doing shifts and was 
offered a full-time job on January 
22nd, 1975. And then I got asked to 
see what Prince Charles was doing. 
As he was 28, The Sun wanted to 
find out who he might marry. 

And then, one day in 1980,1 came 
across Princess Diana at a Polo 
match. 

■ First impression of her? 

SHE was such a young girl. 

I said: “Can I take your picture?” 
She said: “Yeah sure,” and she 
posed up. 

She was just an incredible person. I 
think, one of the greatest people of 
the 20th Century. 

I was there in Africa when she 
hugged a leper. And I mean the leper 
had his fingers falling off. And I was 
there in San Paulo when she held the 
Aids babies in Brazil. 

■ What about her death? 

The whole country took leave of its 
senses, including myself and my 
wife. 

■ Your thoughts on Camilla? 

I love her. I think she is one of the 
nicest people. 

■ What’s nice about her? 

She’s a kind, generous, decent, ordi¬ 
nary woman, who never did a job in

her life except rear her children and 
run her house. Now she has got 
thrust into this role where one day 
she will be Queen. 

■ And Charles? 

An incredible man. Very much a 
visionary. Last year we went to 
Rome and he introduced me to the 
Pope and said, “This man has been 
photographing me for 35 years!” 

■ What about the young Royals? 

I think Harry is the most popular. He 
is very impulsive, but an incredible 
kid. 

I went to the World Cup last year 
with him and William. We went to 
Botswana. And I saw how hard he 
worked. Harry met these young boys, 
who, from the age of seven or eight,

look after sheep in the mountains. 
They can’t read or write, so he has 
got a school started for them and he 
just threw himself into it. 

He’s fought in Afghanistan, he’s 
now training to fly helicopters and 
he wasn’t the best at school, yet he 
has got to flying the most sophisti¬ 
cated flying machine ever invented. 
The Apache helicopter is a flying 
tank. 

■ Is Kate anything like Diana? 
Comparing her is very unfair. 

■ How will the wedding change 
things for W illi am and Kate? 

After the wedding we won’t see them 
for a while. 

He will fly his helicopters until his 
contract is finished. 


I Are you nervous about missing 
‘the picture’ on the big day? 

No, the only thing I am nervous 
about is getting into the wrong posi¬ 
tion. 

■ How much luck is in a great pic¬ 
ture? 

A lot. But the harder you work, the 
luckier you get. 

I have been fortunate to work for a 
great paper. 

■ Is The Sun a good place to work? 

I would never want to work any¬ 
where else. 

■ And Rupert Murdoch? 

He is charming. He says the most 
valuable thing is the people that 
work for him. 

■ Have you thought of retirement? 

I’m doing the Olympics and it’s the 
Queen’s 60 years on the throne next 
year as well. So the good times are 
still there. 

■ Your thoughts on paparazzi? 

They have their role. I don’t agree 
with just gratuitously photographing 
someone because they are famous. 
Privacy laws are changing every¬ 
thing. 

Paps were certainly the bane of 
Diana’s life. I remember her running 
from them and hiding in a doorway 
once, crying because she didn’t 
know what to do. 

It wouldn’t happen today because 
those times are coming to an end. 

■ Would you swop places with the 
Royal family? 

No. 

■ Is their job too hard? 

Not too hard. Although they have 
great privilege, I think the price of 
that privilege is too high.

A Royal romance 


The marriage of Prince William to Kate Middleton will be the 
biggest Royal event since the wedding of Prince Charles to 
Lady Diana Spencer. Yellow Advertiser takes a look at the lives 
of the happy couple and charts their romance.

WILLIAM and Kate met at the 
University of St Andrews 
where they were both studying 
history of art, although 
William later switched to 
geography. 

Miss Middleton first came to 
the public’s attention in 2002, 
when she shared a house with 
William and two other friends. 

The housemates were often 
seen out on the town, and the 
following year, the four stu¬ 
dents moved into a cottage. 

Kate was invited to William’s 
21st birthday party at Windsor 
Castle, but William denied 
having a girlfriend. 

It is not known exactly when 
the couple became an item, but 
it is rumoured to be around 
Christmas 2003. 

Their relationship became 
public when they were pic¬ 
tured on the slopes of the 
Swiss ski resort, Klosters, in 
March 2004. 

Despite reports in 2005 that 
the couple’s relationship had 
cooled off, there was no sign 
of a rift. 

After graduating, the couple 
were pictured in public many 
times and in December 2006, 


Kate watched her boyfriend 
pass out of Sandhurst as an 
Army officer. 

Within a month, the pair 
briefly split, but secretly 
reunited just a few weeks later. 

In July 2007, the couple were 
seen canoodling at the Concert 
for Diana. 

Kate was seen at the Prince’s 
RAF ‘wings’ presentation cer¬ 
emony in April 2008 and later 
at the wedding of the William’s 
cousin, Peter Phillips. 

In June 2008, Miss 
Middleton attended an official 
Royal event for the first time 
when she went to the Order of 


the Garter service at Windsor 
Castle to watch Prince William 
taking part. 

On Tuesday, November 16, 
2010, Kate Middleton and 
Prince William announced 
their plans to marry. 

William said: “The timing is 
right now, and we are both 
very, very happy.” 

Kate added that joining the 
Royal Family was ‘a daunting 
prospect’ but said: “Hopefully, 
I’ll take it in my stride.” 

After the wedding, the cou¬ 
ple will live in Wales while 
William completes his RAF 
duties.

Essex business makes gloves 
for big day

ONE of the oldest companies in Essex 
will be making 200 pairs of gloves for 
the household cavalry at Prince 
William’s wedding. 

Specialist uniform maker, Hobson & 
Sons, in Kenneth Road, Thundersley, 
received a phonecall from HQ London 
District to make the gloves. 

The Household Division will wear the 
gauntlets when Prince William weds 
Kate Middleton at Westminster Abbey 
on Friday, April 29. 

Chris Meads, director of Hobson & 
Sons, was delighted to get the contract.

He said: “It is a great honour. We 
make a lot of accoutrements for the 
Ministry of Defence all year but, we are 
very proud to be this involved in such a 
fantastic celebration. 


“Everyone here at Hobson & Sons are 
excited about being involved in some¬ 
thing so spectacular.” 

The gloves will be made from white 
kid leather on the hand and chrome butt 
leather on the cuff. 

Once made, the British Army will 
bianco each gauntlet to make them pure 
white. 

Hobson & Sons have experienced the 
excitement of several Royal weddings 
during their 160-year history. 

Waist belts, cross belts, plumes and 
gloves made by the company were worn 
at Prince Charles’ wedding to Lady 
Diana Spencer in 1981. 


The exciting history of Hobson & Sons 


HOBSON & Sons started back in 1850 
outside the Woolwich Barracks. 

From jackets and hats to badges and 
buttons, the specialist company, based 
in Kenneth Road, Thundersley, deals 
with clients from 80 countries around 
the world. 

Its contracts include making 30,000 
hats for the Bahrain Police; 3,000 belts 
for the Bahrain Army; 8,000 full uni¬ 
forms for the Kuwait Armed Forces 
and clothing for Oman, UAE, Qatar, 
Kenya and Ghana. 

Those benefiting from their tailoring 
expertise in this country are the Royal 
Navy, Metropolitan Police, Ministry of 
Defence and non-military groups like 
the Scouts and Brownies. 

Chris Meads, director of Hobson & 
Sons, said: “I am very proud of the 
work we do here. 


“The business hasn’t stopped grow¬ 
ing since Mrs Hobson began repairing 
army uniforms in 1850, and despite 
changing families three times since 
then, each has vowed to stick to the 
original name.” 

Hobson & Sons is the only business 
in the world to mirror stitch regimental 
colours on just one piece of silk. 

Each is embroidered by hand on both 
sides at the same time and can take up 
to six to eight months to finish. 

Hobson & Sons uses old-fashioned 
sewing machines and hand-stitching 
techniques but also uses the latest 
computer-aid cutting technology. 

The firm has been operating in 
Thundersley since 1998. 

Since starting in Woolwich, Hobson 
& Sons has been based in Lewisham, 
Deptford and central London.

Our married monarchs

EVERYONE knows about 
Henry VIII’s six wives, but as 
Prince William gets ready to 
marry Kate Middleton, we 
look at the range of Royal 
marriages that have taken 
place over the years. 

Perhaps the most powerful 
Royal union was that of Mary 
I and Philip II of Spain. 

The pair married at 
Winchester Cathedral on July 
25, 1554, 18 months before 
Philip ascended the Spanish 
throne after the abdication of 
his father, Charles V 

Their marriage caused con¬ 
troversy and rebellion. It was 
believed the Catholic Mary’s 
marriage to the son of the 
Holy Roman Emperor would 
turn England into a client 
state of the Habsburg dynasty. 

This concern led to the 
uprising known as Wyatt’s 
Rebellion, led by Thomas 
Wyatt the Younger, which 
marched on London, and so 
nearly deposed Mary in 
favour of her Protestant sister, 
Elizabeth. 

The rebellion was quashed, 
and Philip reigned as co-con¬ 
sort with Mary, but upon her 
death in 1558, he returned to 
Spain and Elizabeth took the 
throne. Famously, she 
remained unmarried. 

A series of Kings and 
Queens came and went, with 
some of the most notable 
including Charles II, who, 
despite having 12 illegitimate 


children by a string of mis¬ 
tresses, did not find his 
Portuguese wife, Catherine of 
Braganza, attractive. 

However, legend has it that 
Queen Catherine gave one 
indelible legacy to Britain. 

At the time, the Portuguese 
were fond of drinking tea, and 
the Queen brought the tradi¬ 
tion to Britain. 

More than 100 years later, 
drama came to royalty. The 
future George IV had already 
married the Catholic Maria 
Fitzherbert, but the Act of 
Succession, imposed by 
William III in an attempt to 
banish Catholicism from 
Britain, meant the marriage 
was not valid. 

George had to find a 
Protestant bride and married 
Caroline of Brunswick in 
1795. However, George was 
drunk, and found his wife 
repulsive. 

He wanted a divorce, but 
this was never granted and the 
couple separated, with George 
serving as Regent as the 
result of his father, George 
III, illness, and Caroline liv¬ 
ing in Italy. 

When George III died in 
1820, and his son became 
King, it meant Caroline was 
Queen - something which dis¬ 
pleased George IV greatly. 

In an attempt to stop her 
claiming the throne, he even 
put her on trial for adultery 
under the newly-introduced 
Pains and Penalties Bill. 

Caroline was found guilty 


and after the Bill was over¬ 
turned, accepted £50,000 to 
leave Britain and never 
return. She died a year later, 
in 1821. 

A much happier marriage 
was between George’s niece, 
Queen Victoria, and Prince 
Albert of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha. 

Their marriage produced 
nine children and Albert, a 
German prince, threw himself 
into the life of his adopted 
nation. 

In the 1930s, however, it 
was a lack of marriage that 
was to cause the Royal family 
trouble. 

Edward VIII fell in love 
with American divorcee 
Wallis Simpson, which 
caused a problem because the 
King, as Supreme Head of the 
Church of England, could not 
marry a divorcee. 

Edward was forced to abdi¬ 
cate, leaving his younger 
brother, Albert, to ascend to 
the throne as George VI. 

Edward was made Duke of 
Windsor, and married Mrs 
Simpson. His brother had 
married Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon in 1923. 

The marriage was a success, 
lasting until the King’s early 
death in 1952 and, of course, 
Elizabeth lived until the age 
of 101, dying in 2002. 

Over four centuries, Royal 
marriages have produced 
more than their fair share of 
stories. Let us hope William 
and Kate’s is a happy one.

Now it's a car 
park. 

Golden Mile 

City Beach?!! The road changes took 
an inordinate amount of time to 
complete with no apparent benefit. If 
the intention is to make the area look 
nicer why not help remove the eyesore 
'amusement' fagades - e.g. Coloured 
lamp pylons to turn night into day - 
why? The illuminations used to be an 
attraction - will large lamp posts?! 

Car Parking 

A Southend Council car park ticket 
should be usable in any other Council 
car park within the time limit. Does the 
Council want to encourage people to 
shop at Lakeside and Bluewater with 
their free parking? Their proposed 
extension to 9pm has been shelved - for 
now - but after the election? And now 
charges to be extended to Thorpe Bay 
esplanade, Southend East Station etc. 
At this rate soon all Southend's streets 
will have the dreaded ticket machines 
and enforcement officers circling 
constantly like vultures, to help pay for 
the Council's mistakes and policies 
(e.g. Esplanade parking). 

Warrior Square 

The Council has taken the most central 
green and tranquil space in Southend, 
cut down trees planted in 19th Century, 
ripped up the grass in order to lay 
paving and concrete that will soon be 
covered in chewing gum and skate¬ 
boarders. Plus a modern cafe that will 
be totally out-of-keeping with the 
Victorian square.

Libraries need books and 
facilities, not more architects doodles 
(not that they seem capable of designing 
anything other than boxes). Just so the 
'university' students do not have to walk 
so far, poor dears. Southchurch and 
Westcliff libraries will likely soon have 
to be closed to pay for it.

Naturally, like any vendor, you 
want to get the very best possible price for your most valuable asset, so it’s 
tempting to believe that there are always higher offers just around the corner. 
Nevertheless, you know what they say about a bird in the hand! 

Of course, you can always try hedging your bets by accepting this first offer 
while keeping your home on the market. After all, under the English system 
nothing is legally binding on either party until exchange of contracts. But I 
would be very cautious about doing so, not least because your agent would 
be obliged to inform your buyers of the fact, in writing - and you could end 
up losing them. 

Indeed, all things considered, I would say that you are really quite fortunate 
to have received a reasonable offer so quickly. And on a positive note, the 
fact that you already have a firm offer under your belt means that you now 
have a much clearer idea of how much you can afford to spend on your next 
purchase.

Landlord Question 


Government could fall short of 
affordable homes target 

The government is expected to fall short on its attempt to deliver 150,000 new affordable 
homes by 2015, according to a new report released by Hometrack. 

The housing intelligence group believes that the government's proposal to allow housing 
associations to charge higher rents could lead to an extra 56,500 affordable homes being 
constructed in the next four years. 

When combined with the 68,000 new affordable homes that housing associations are 
already committed to building, Hometrack estimates that only 124,500 new homes would 
be built in England by 2015, significantly less than the government’s target of 150,000. 
The shortage of affordable homes is most acute in and around London and Essex, where 
housing waiting lists are growing and many would be property purchasers are being 
forced into rental accommodation due to a lack of new homes. 

Housing minister Grant Shapps commented: "With some 4.5 million people on social 
housing waiting lists, it's clear that not only do we need more homes, but we also need a 
new way of funding them, which is less dependent on Whitehall and that offers much 
more flexibility for landlords. 

"The new affordable rent scheme ticks both boxes. It offers landlords the freedom they 
need to offer a range of solutions to meet people's differing housing needs and 
circumstances, with greater opportunities to invest in house building. This will provide 
new affordable homes which could help some of the millions of families currently on 
housing waiting lists, which have been let down by a rigid, outdated system that fails to 

meet their needs." 

Last month, a report from cross-party committee of MPs also warned that the 
government's affordable housing target was unrealistic, because of its decision to abolish 
regional plans in England. 

The report said that the loss of the Regional Spatial Strategies (RSSs) introduced under 
Labour will leave a “vacuum at the heart of the English planning system” which will 
“hamper the UK's economic recovery and delay new house building”.

The Deposit Protection Service (DPS) is one of the three 
tenancy deposit protection companies set up by the 
government to protect tenants deposits. The DPS is the only 
'custodial' scheme, and is completely free to use. However 
unlike the paid for ‘insurance based’ schemes, the deposit 
money has to be physically handed over to the scheme 
administrators for them to hold until the end of the tenancy. 

At that time the money will either be paid out to the tenant or 
landlord as agreed between them, or the money will be paid 
out as decided by arbitration. Or, if the parties decide not to 
use the free arbitration service, as per a decision of the 
court. 



Many landlords or agents prefer to use the paid for insurance 
based schemes because they can keep the deposit money 
in their bank account and thus keep any interest earned on it 
(provided the tenancy agreement allows for this - which 
most do), they can have access to the deposit money during 
the tenancy, and they can pay it back to the tenant 
immediately rather than having to wait several days for it to 
be paid out by the DPS. 

However there are hidden problems for landlords with the 
insurance schemes, if the deposit has been protected by an 
agent. This is because the scheme protects the deposit for 
the tenant, not for the landlord so if the agent does a runner 
taking all the money with him, the tenant will get paid his 
deposit back by the scheme (My Deposits or TDS). 

However the scheme will then claim against the landlord for 
the money they have paid out. However if the money is held 
by the DPS, it is safe and this cannot happen.The landlord is 
not at risk.

Ford focuses on success

W ITH 10 million sales since 
it was launched in 1998, 
Ford has taken no 
chances with this latest incarnation 
of its huge selling and commercial¬ 
ly important Focus family hatch. 

Building on traditional strengths, 
this model is safer, looks better, 
has lower emissions, better fuel 
economy and is even more com¬ 
fortable. 

Add up all the points when it 
comes to buying a family hatch¬ 
back and it’s long been hard to 
escape the conclusion that a Ford 
Focus might well be your best bet. 

For Ford, the problem is that 
most potential buyers don’t add 
up all the points. They’re swayed 
by rivals that are better looking, 
have higher-tech engines, offer 
more equipment or record more 
frugal fuel figures in some variants. 
So Ford went back to the drawing 
board and brought us the third 
generation Focus model we’re 
looking at here. 

In this sector, smart styling is 
essential and the stylish coupe-like 
design not only looks appealing 
but is day-to-day practical. 

Most will choose the five-door 
hatch but saloon and sleek estate 
models are also offered. 

There is no stinting inside either, 
with particular attention paid to the 
materials used. 

The result is that everything you 
touch feels like it belongs in a far 


more expensive car. Make no mis¬ 
take: if you’re shopping in this sec¬ 
tor, this is a car you have to try. 

Low emission variants are the 
highlight of the Focus engine 
range, starting with the 1.6-litre 
EcoBoost all-aluminium petrol 
engine available in 150 and 180PS 
versions. 

Other petrol variants include the 
105 and 125PS 1.6-litre Duratec 
Ti-VCT, while the diesel offerings 
feature the updated 1.6 and 2.0 
litre Duratorq TDCI units. 

Through the years, the Focus 
has always catered for drivers who 
enjoy their motoring and the car 
has won plaudits for its ride, drive 
and handling. 

To try and move things on again, 
there’s a whole new electric Power 
Assist steering system tuned to 
stay light and easy on the arms in 
traffic and when parking, but 
which gives confidence-inspiring 
feedback at higher speeds. 

There’s also a clever feature 
which Ford call their 
Advanced Torque Vectoring 
Control System. This auto¬ 
matically and constantly 
balances the distribution of 
torque to the driven front 
wheels for better grip. 

Cleverly, the system 
sends a little bit of braking "" 
to the wheel that is on the 
inside of the comer as you accel¬ 
erate out, which means you can 
turn and accelerate in a corner 
with greater confidence and grip - 


valuable when conditions are wet. 

Swooping, coupe-style looks 
make you forget the lack of a 
three-door variant in the range and 
give the car a level of style and 
design that help it punch above its 
weight aesthetically. 

For Ford, it’s all part of a design 
ethos which they say makes the 
car look like it’s moving, even 
when it’s standing still. 

The Focus competes in a tightly 
fought market and prices in the 
£15,000 to £20,000 range com¬ 
pare favourably with key rivals 
such as Vauxhall’s Astra, Renault’s 
Megane and Peugeot’s 308. 

The quality underlying the Focus 
range reflects Ford’s awareness 
that where once smaller cars 


were the poor cousins in any man¬ 
ufacturer’s line-up, that is no 
longer the case. 

So as well as starting with exem¬ 
plary levels of build and refine¬ 
ment, this Focus also comes with 
a vast choice of safety and com¬ 
fort options ranging from Active 
Park Assist to a Lane Keeping Aid, 
Lane Departure Warning, a rear 
view camera and a Driver Alert 
system. 

As for technology, the new Focus 
comes with a ‘MyForcT system 
that uses a touch screen to give 
control over key functions and 
links to the latest generation SYNC 
connectivity package with voice 


control, Bluetooth and satellite 
navigation. 

Ford needed to remind buyers 
just how good its Focus still is - 
and this third generation model 
does just that. 

The smart styling enables it to sit 
proudly alongside the toughest of 
its family hatchback rivals, while 
the cabin now feels a more 
appealing place to be. 

Its biggest problem continues to 
be its own success, with the 
issues of depreciation and ubiquity 
that brings with it. 

If you don’t care on that score 
and simply want the best product, 
then move this sleeker, smarter 
Focus a couple of notches 
up your shopping list.
